The Times this morning publishes a poem 
onthe death of the Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale. composed by Alfred Austin, the 
distinguished peot, critic and journalist. 

‘fhe Chronic, directs attention to the fact 
that the French monarchy was wrecked by 
aregency,and that the English monarchy 
under George III. was nearly destroyed by 
the same cause. The Chronicle adds that it 
cannot avoid the fear that the male succes- 
sion tothe throne of England is not any too 
secure. 

The Standard says that never since the 
death of Princess Charlotte has the heart of 
the nation been so deeply moved and ex- 
presses confidence that the great kindred 
people beyond the sea sympathize in the 
national loss and patriotic pain. 

The Irish newspapers to-day all contain 
kindly articles upon the death of the Duke of 
Clarence and Avondale. The National Press, 
the organ of the McCarthyites, touchingly 
refers to the idyll of love, which has been so 
peacefully ended. It says: All idea of roy- 
alty disappears beforethe tragedy in human 
life, which will touch every man’s heart. 

A LUCKLESS LIFE. 

A writer in a London paper says of the 
death of Prince Albert Victor: ‘‘No more 
luckiess life than hisshadows the annals of 
ourtimes. His very start was cruelly handi- 
capped by the fact that he was a 7-months 
child. lie grew up a tall spindling, al- 
ways slow and sickly. When he arrived at his 
majority he was dented even theright to 
wear the name of hischoice. He desired to 
be called Prince Edward, and all the morning 

pers of London hailed him by this title on 
lisanniversary in obedience to hints from 
Marlborough House, aut the Queen stamped 
this out vigorously by sending word that she 
resented thisinnovation. The next day he 
humbly returned to Albert Victor. When the 
time came to choose a title for him, that 
which in all English history was most evil- 
starred was selected. There have been five 
Dukes of Clarence; of these four were Plan 
tagenets, the first of whom ate and drank 
himselfto death in Italy. The second was 
Kilied In the Battie of Baugy, in France. The 
third was murdered in the Tower and the 
fourth was beheaded outside the Tower—all

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jah. %.—The British 
Minister, sir Julian Paunceforte, conveyed 
the news of the dgath of Prince Albert Victor 
to our Government bythe following note to 
Mr. Blaine: 


It is my sorrowful duty to announce to you the 
lammentabie inteliigence, which I have just received 
from the Marquis of Salisbury. of the death this 
pperning atSandringham of His Royal Highness the 
Duke of Clarence and Avondaie. 


In replying to this note Secretary Blaine 
said: 


I have conveyed tothe President tne melancholy 
information you communicate in your note of this 
date of the death of his Royal Highness. the Duke of 
Clarence and Avondale: and I am directed by the 
President to express the sorrow with which he 
learns of this sad bereavement suffered by her Maj- 
esty and her family

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The spacious vestibule of 
the Archiepiscopal Palace Las been thronged 
ali day with mourners for the death 
of Cardinal Manning. The sympathiz- 
ers are by no means confined to 
members of the Roman Catholic Church, but 
include many Protestants of various denom- 


| {nations who came in large numbers to attest 


their respect and reverence for the deceased 
prelate. The visitors book is in eager demand 
and callers patiently wait their turnto sign 


their names. The Cardinal’s remains will lie 
in state for three days, and it Is the intention 
of the coreligioniststo inter their late chief 
pastor with all the pomp and ~ ere 
that the church requires and wit 
every expression of regret that their 
intense sorrow suggests. The catafalgue will 
be erected inthe apartment in which the 
Cardinal was accustomed to hold his recep- 
tions and to meet members of 
Roman Catholic .Episcopacy. The 
will be an imposing one, 
Cardinal’s rank necessitates 
the observance of a solemnity of a special 
character all of which are laid in the rubric. 
There is no intention to restrict the expres- 
sion to those of the Cardinai’s belief, 
but on the contrary, every fac 
ity will be accorded the public without 
distinction of creed, to pay their respects to 
the distinguished churchman. The room in 
which the body will lie is well adapted 
for this service, being very large. 
While ali necessary space will be 
allotted to the catafalque, there will be a 
large space,where the throng Will be allowed 
to cireulate.

EGYPT'S ‘KHEDIVE. 


Abbas Bey Takes Up the Government 
To-Day. 


AN ORIENTAL WELCOME TO BE GIVEN 
THES NEW RULER. 


Ceremonious’ Reception at the Mouth of 
the Nile—Nava! and Military Displays— 
Anarchis*s Active in Spain-—The Ash- 
forth Extradition—Politics in the Do- 
minion—General Foreign News. 


ALEXANDRIA, Jan. 15.—To-May Abbas Bey, 
who succeeds his deceased father, Mahommed 


Alexandria from Vienna. Ali the prepara- 
tions have been made for the new ruler’s 
reception. The coast guard cruiser NVoorel 
Bahr will meet the steamer jf the outer roads 
and will. have on board the quarantine 
officials, who will promptly pass the vessel. 

The cruiser will also carry to meet the Khe- 
divethe Premier, Prince Hussien, the uncle 
of the Khedivé; Maj.-Gen. Sir Francis Wal- 
lace Grenfell, K.C. B., the Sirdir of the Egyp- 
tian army ; Edwin Palmer, C. M.G., Financial 
Adviser to the Khedive, as well as other State 
functionaries. 

His Higuness will, after landing, proceed 
to the Ras-et-teen Palace, where the Ulemas 
and the principal Government officials will 
be assembled to meet him. 

On arrival at the capital His Highness will 
be received by the Princess and the Khedi- 
vial family and will at once drive to the 
Abdin Palace through streets lined with 
Egyptian soldiers. On Abdin Square there 
will be a parade of British and Egyptian 
troops. 

At the main entrance to the palace the Min- 
isters “Will meet the Khedive, when the tele- 
gram from the Grand Vizier announcing the 
Sultan’s appointment of Abbas Bey as Khe- 
dive will be read, and so will the firman of 
the Sultan, should it be received in time, in 
which case the investiture will take place. 
The British and Egyptian military bands will 
then play the Ottoman national anthem and 
the Khedivial hymn. The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs will then present to the Khedive the 
diplomatic representatives of the different 
Governments, and after receiving them tbe 
Khedive will pay a visit to his mother at the 


palace. 
GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


ANARCHISTS ACTIVE IX SPAIN—THE ASHFORTH 
EXTRADITION. 

MapRID, Jan. 15.—Last night a band of 
Anarchists, undeterred by the fate that had 
Defallen so many of their number in the 
tack on Xeres, made an attack upon Bornos, 
a town of Andalusia. about twelve miles 
northeast of Xeres. They were armed only 
with stones, but it was impossible for the 
gendarmes to disperse them. As was the 
case at Xeres the cavalry was summored 
and the troopers soon succeeded in putting 
the band to flight. Several of the anarchists 
were lucky enough to escape, Dut some fell 
into the hands of the cavalrymen. They, it 
is believed, will be tried by court martial. 


THE ASHFORTH EXTRADITION. 

Loxpow, Jan. 15.—The Court of Queen’s 
Bench today granteda decree nisi, calling 
on the Treasury, the magistrate of the Bow 
Street Police Coust and the Minister of the 
United States, Mr. Lidcoin, to show. cause 
why a writ of habeas corpus should not issue 
in the case of Josepn J. Ashforth. Ashforth, 
who isan Englishman by birth, is charged 
with having absconded from Brooklyn, N. 
Y. with funds of the Royal Arcanum Build 
ing & Loan Association ofthatcity. A decree 
nisi was granted primarily to permit of a 
fuller argument of the rights of the case, 
counsel for Ashforth contending that there 
was no evidence submitted which would 
justify the extradition of the prisoner. 


SPAIN AND THE ZOLLVEREIN. 

Maprip, dan. 15.—The negotiations de- 
tween Spain and France for a treaty ot com- 
merce have failed of result. After the ist of 
February next the maximum tariff of each 
country will be applied to imports from the 
other. In the Chamber of Deputies last 
night Senor Silvela, Minister of the Interior, 
declared that Spain had received no offer to 
enter intothe Zoliverein. The Governmept, 
he said, did not intend to enter into league 
with any power. The Chamber adopted the 
Government bill prolonging the existing 
commercial treaties. 


CANADIAN POLITICS. 

MOXTREAL, Quebec, Jan. 15.—All sorts of 
rumors have been fiying about regarding the 
provable action of Mr. Chapleau and other 
members of the Dominion Cabinet in refer- 
ence to recent ministerial changes. It was 
asserted that Mr. Chapleau had resigned and 
that he would take his seatin the next ses- 
sion of the House of Commons as an inde- 
pendent member. This statement is now 
absolutely denied.

An Improved Condition of Affairs Re- 
ported by Bankers. 


GriTy or Mexico, Jan.35.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Bank of London and Mexico was 
heid yesterday. President Braniſf congratu- 
lated the shareholders on the banks having 
earned a dividend of 3 per cent besides put- 
ting $400,000 into the regerve fund. The capi- 
tal has been doubled, making it 33, 000. 000, and 
the reserve now amoants to 780,000. The 
earnings for the past year On $1,500,000 capi - 
tal were 47 per cent. 

President Branif? gid that business 
throughout Mexico had been good, and the 
bank had shared in the general prosperity of 
the country, which had been stimulated by 
the wige course Presid Diaz had pursued 
in the conduct of — g finances. It was a 
policy of conservatism, marked by eminent 
sagacity. The shareholié@ers had shown their 
confidence in the bank By themselves taking 
the whole of the capital required by .the 
growing needs of the country. This bank had 
been established over a quarter of a century, 
and since H. C. Waters had become the man- 
ager it had earned heavy dividends. 

Mr. Braniff in his speech deprecated the 
sensational reports camcerning the business 
and the condition of Mexico published in for- 
eign journals. There Was no foundation for 
alarmist reports. Megitco has been and is 
prosperous. The statements sent abroad re- 
garding. the failure of thecrops were very 
largely exaggerated.

HIS LIFE AT STAKE. 


The Trial of Medical Student Harris for 
Killing Miss Helen Potta 

New Ton, Jan. 15.—One of the most nota 
dle criminal cases ever tried in the courts of 
this city is before Recorder Smythe of the 
Court of General Sessions to-day. It is the 
trial of Carlyle W. Harris, the young medical 
student indicted for having caused the death 
of his school-girl wife, Helen Potts, by giv- 
ing her morphine instead of quinine. The 


case will consume many days, and evidence 
of an absorbingly interesting character will 
be introduced. 

The secret marriage of Miss Helen Potts,a 
pretty schoolgirl of Ucean Grove, to Carlyle 
W. Harris, the young medical student, under 
assumed names; the confession of the young 
people of the secret marriage after Dr. Trev- 
erton of Scranton, Pa., Rad performed an 
0 tion to save her lie; the unwiliingness 
of Harris to acknowledge the marriage and 
his alleged threats to Kill both his wife and 
himself rather than have the marriage made 
public, followed by the death of the girl at 
the Comstock School im thiscity last February 
after taking three of the four little pills given 
her by Harris, were published at the time the 
crime was made public. 

Then tollowed the arrest of Harris. the 
autopsy showing traces of morphine in the 
wife’s stomach after having been interred 
many days. Since that. time Harris has 
been confined to the Tombs. The case has 
been set down on the calandar several 
times, but delays have intervened, ¢ntil now 
both sides are ready to bein. 

Counsellor Charies E. Davison, who has 
charge of she interests of the young student, 
says of the case: 

am glad thetrial ison. I believe m 
client will secure an instant —— Bot 
my associate counsel and myself are prepared 
to try the case on the indictment, which isa 
charge of murder in the first degree. That 
will be the pivotal point. Ihave been work- 
ing hard on the case, ashave my associates, 
and wehave a ve strong defense. As to 
Mr. Harris himself he fully appreciates the 
gravity of his position. He has lost a deal of 
his spirit of defance, which will certainly tell 
much in his favor in the court room. But 
while his manner has softened under the in- 
fluence of his long confinement his sense of 
innocence bears him up tor the terrible or- 
deal through which he will pass. It will be 
a great battle, but we are ready for it.

Negro Hanged While in His Death Agony 
—Mob Violence. 

Oxrorp, O., Jan. 5.—Henry Corbin, the 
negro who murdered Mrs. Horner Tuesday 
night and seriously injured her daughter, 
was lynched last night inthe public square.

A BLAZING WRECK. 


OOo — 


Two Lives Lost in a Minnesota Railroad 
Disaster. 


AN ACTRESS AND HER MAID PERIGH IN 
THE BURNING DEBRIS. 


Twenty Persons Injured—Terrible Calam- 
ity That Overtook an Ogera Troupe— 
Fatal Collision at a Crossing in Ohicago 
—Children Cremated With Flaming Oil 
~The Day’s Casualties. 


BRAINERD, Minn., Jan. 15.—A horrible acct- 
dent occurred on the Northern Pacific Raul - 
way at Jonesville, the first station east of 
here, at 8:50 o’clock this morning. A special 
train, consisting of the sleeping car Petrel 
and a baggage car, was runningas the sec- 
ond section of No. 9, the regular train from 
Superior. The special left South Superior at 
11:35 last evening, having on board the 
Andrews Opera Co., going from. Dulath to 
Grand Forks. The train was running at the 
usual rate of speed, wheh.it struck a broken 
rail. The sleeper left the track and went 
down an embankment, landing bottom side 
up. 
Flames broke out fromall parts of the car 
immediately and burned so rapidly that the 
crew could do nothing but extricate the pas- 
sengers from the wreck. When all had been 
rescued, it was thought, a search revealed 
the factthat Mrs. Ed Andrews, wife of the 
proprietor of the troup, and her nurse, Mrs. 
Lilly Wallace, were missing. By this time 
the fames were burning so fiercely that it 
was impossibleto get near the car. When 
the flames were finally subdued, the remains 
were recovered, so badly burned that it was 
impossible to identify one from thé other. 

Mrs. Andrews and Mrs. Wallace had occu- 
pied an upper berth at the forward end of 
the car and were wrapped in the bed clothes. 
There was no outcry from this berth while 
the work of rescuing the injured was pro- 
gressing and it was supposed that both occu- / 
pants were killed instantly. 

The rapidity with which the flames caught 
hold and spread through the car caused no 
littie surprise. It is not Known whether they 
caught from the lainps or the stove, but it is 
supposed from the rapidity with which they 
spread they caught from the lamps. 

Twenty persons, all more or less seriously 
injured, were taken from the wreck. Physi- 
clans were taken from Brainerd on a special 
train. The injured were brought back to this 
city and taken to the Northern Pacific Hospl- 
talas soon possible. Here they were given 
the best of care and medical attention. The 
hospital is one of the best in the United States 
and the injured will not suffer from want of 
care. Mrs. Andrews’ stage name was Nannie 
Wilkinson. 

Near Jonesville the train struck the broken 
rail, the engine and baggage car passing over 
in safety, but the sleeping car was deralled | 
and ran some 300 feet on the ties, whea it 
toppled over, breaking loose from the train 
and went down an embankment some five 
feet high. lyingon her side. in a minute all 
was confusion. The sleeping inmates -re- 
alized their peril. 

The Pullman conductor, Herbert C. Scott, 
was one of the first to get outside, and when 
he did so fire was visible, but as soon as win- 
dows were broken to liberate those inside 
fiames shot out and in a very sbort time the 
car was enveloped, Willing bands ot train- 
men soon liberated those who were unable 
to extricate themselves, but node were able to 
save their clothes and the night Deilng the 
coldest of the season—the thermometer 
reaching 4 below—their suffering was ter- 
rible. Atthis time it was discovered that 
Mrs. E. Andrews and Lillie Wallace were miss- 
ing, but no human effort could render them 
assistance as the car was a mass of names.

John W. Harben Hanged at Poplar Bluff 
as To-Day. 


HE MAINTAINS HIS INNOCENCE ON THE 
SCAFFOLD. 


History of the Crime tor Which He suf 
fered—A Personal Statement Furnished 
the Press—Jesse Brown Pays the Law’s 
Penalty for Murdering John Larry 
Paducah. , 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Jan. 15.—The morning 
of the last day on earth for N. V. Harben, or, 
more properly speaking, John W. Harben, 
dawned with a bright, shining sun. All 
nature was covered with a sheet of snow and 
the mercury hovering around zero. The 
light board structure erected to shut out the 
public gaze was no protection from the cold 
and a shivering crowd witnessed the final 
scenes, . 

The execution was set for 9, but on Har- 
ben’s request it was postponed two hours. 
About 9 o’clock he was visited by Revs. 
Langley and Halliburton. At 11:15 the officers 
and prisoner arrived on the platform. Prayer 
was Offered by Rev. Isom P. Langley and a 
song sung. Harden was asked if he wished 
to say anything, and he stood coolly viewing 
the crowd for some minutes, puffing leisurely * 
ata cigar which he finally threw down and 
said: 

Gentlemen, I have but little to say. I 
have written a statement which you will see 
published in the papers. I am not guilty of 
the crime for which I have to die. 

He stepped on the trap at 11:28 and at 11:30 
he dropped into eternity. The body was 
moved in contulsions for several minutes 
before pronounced dead by Drs. Jones and 
Adams, who had stepped to his side im- 
mediately after the drop. 

The execution was well planned and carried 
out anc great credit is due Sheriff Gardner 
and his aids for the manner in which they 
passed through the trying ordeal. 


Some time during the year 1886 or early in 
1887 M. V. rben was first seen in this comme 
munity, and took up his residence in a cabin 
one and one- half miles northeast of town, 
with one John Henderlighter and his wife. 

From where they came no one knows at thig 
time, as they have maintained a@ discreet 
silence as to their past history.

President Harrison Anxious to Punish 


Little Chili. 


LITTLE PROSPECT OF AN EARLY OR 
PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. 


— — 

Democrats in Congress Are Willing to 
Strengthen the Administration’s 
Hands—Views of a Cabinet Official— 
Secretary Tracy Pushing Naval Prepa- 
rations—Ex-Confederates Ready. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—It is agreed 
on all sides that President Harrison's voice 
is for war. He believes that Chili should be 
punished. A member of the Cabinet is quoted 
to-day as saying that the prospect of a peace- 
ful settiement of the troubles is now farther 
removed than at any time during the con- 
troversy. He says that Chili has not given 
the Slightest hint or her intention to make 
satisfactory reparation to the United States. 
Minister Montt, he thinks, is sincerely in 
favor of a peaceful settlement, and urged on 
by Mr. Blaine, Mr. Grace and the British 
Minister, is doing alli in his power to avoid 
war and induce his country to comply with 
the demands of the United States. So far, 
his labors have been in vain, and all the talk 
ofcompromise, arbitration or apology has 
come from unauthorized, irresponsible peo- 
ple. | 

One phase ofthe Chilian situation now 
coming to the surface is worthy of special 
note. Up to date the Democratic members 
of the Congress have done little talking, 
seemingly content to let the administration 
get all the political prestige. available 
out of the prospect of hostilities 


. with the little South American Republic. 


Now many ofthe Democratic Congressmen 
are discussing the advisability of taking the 
initiative and introducing a resolution calling 
tor all the official correspondence covering 
the Chillian question. It is said that sucha 
resolution will probably be introduced by 
He consulted with 
Mr. Blount, Chairman of Foreign Affairs, be- 
fore deciding to offer the resolution of in- 
quiry, and declared that if the press dis- 
patches from San Francisco were justified by 
the evidence taken in the government inves- 
tigation of the attack on the Baltimore’s men 
there was plainly a casus belli established, 
and it was the duty ofthe President to make 
the Congress officially acquainted with the 
facts in order that the members might have 
an opportunity to instruct him to take the 
mecessary steps to assert the national dignity 
and to maintain its honor. 

The majority party now seem to realize 
that any apparent lack of patriotism, or any 

-paring economy inthe permission of 
forcible measures by the President, would be 
fatal to the party that would haggle over 
the matter. By makinga step in the same 
Girection as the administration it is assumed 
that the Democrats will be able to partici- 
pate in whatever approval the people might 
give toa vigorous policy. 

It would be a little singular if the existing 
Ohilian complication should result in the an- 
nulment of some of the past war legislation 
now on our statute books. A little more than 
@ year after the surrender of Appomatox 
Congress enacted a law which provided that 
no person who had served in the military, 
naval or civil service of the Confederate 
States should be appointed to any position in 
the army of the United States. It now appears 
that a number of men who served with dis- 
tinction in the Confederate army have volun- 
teered their services to the Government in 
the event of war with Cnili. Mr. Herbert 
Owall, himself an ex-Confederate officer, 
has offered a bill in the House repealing 
this prohibitive section. It is hardly prob- 
able that it will be favorably acted upon un- 
less actual hostilities result.

this week, and he did 80. 

Durgin discussed his troubles very freely, 
and admitted that he was ‘‘buggy’’ on some 
things. 

Doe, he sald, I know en ain’t real 
devils, but when I get in my cell Isee em as 
plain as day, and they go away like smoke 
when I raise a racket. ’*’ 

When Durgin was arrested be told the 
police and reporters that he had amania at 
times to murderand that he was seized with 
that desire when he arose in the night and 
tried to kili his sisters with a poker. 

**I feel the same way now sometimes,“ he 
said to the doctor, ‘‘and if I was out I believe 
I would kill someone. I get rid of the feeling 
by walking up and down the cell until it 
wears orf.

COUNTERFEIT MONEY. 


An Importaut Order From the Chiet of 
the Secret Service. 


Agent Burns of the Government Secret Ser- 
vice, received instruction to-day from Wash- 
ington to look out for abuses of the privilege 
accorded certain persons of carrying coun- 
terfeit money. Teachers in commercial col- 


leges, Chiefs of Police are upon application 
given counterfeit money toacertain amount 
for legitimate uses, but they must not make 
use of more counterfeit money than their 
respective permits entitles them to. Chief 
Drummond says in his communication that in 
one instance $165 in counterfeit paper and 
coin in excess of his permit was found witha 
teacher. Of course his permit and all coun- 
terfeit money was taken from him. This 
discovery was made by a demand upon the 
teacher for the other counterfeit money he 
had on hand, after he had submitted his 
permitand counterfeits and they had been 
compared and found to be correct. It 
is, therefore, suggested that hereafter when 
an agent of this service meets with any one 
who holds a permit and has counterfeit 
money he examine his permit and counter- 
felts, and that the agent, adopt some plan 
that will result in discovering whether the 
party having a permit hag counterfeit paper 
or coin in excess of the permit.“ 

The money is used in business colleges in 
teaching the students how to detect counter- 
feit coin and bills.

WAR ON PENSIONS. 


An Organisation Pledged to Their Re- 
‘duction. 


DOCTRINE AND AIMS OF THE SOCIETY 
SET FORTH. 


———— 


They Propose to Lop Off $50,000,000— 
Much Quiet but Effective Work Has 
Been Done—Census Bureau Report on 
Immigration in Montana—Washington 
News—Congressional 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 15.—An attack is 
to be made in the p t Congress upon the 
pension laws in the liope of reducing the an- 
nual expenditures in this direction from 8188, 
000,000 to 5138, 500, 000, or almost $50,000,000. The 
movement will be inaugurated by the 
members of Congress, but wir be the 
work of an organised body of loyal 
soldiers, who believe that reform 18 
necessary, and that millions are being ex- 
pended annually for pensions to men who 
have no right to the money. The cardinal 
principle of this organization is a competency 
tothose permanently disabled or unable to 
earn their living and nothing to the men who 
can either by their hands or their brains sup- 
port themselves and their families. The or- 
ganization which proposes this revolution in 
pension matters had its inception in Wash- 
ington, where it has been working for some 
time, quietly but effectively. It is known as 
the Society of Loyal Volunteers. The asso- 
ciation believes in teaching and maintaining. 
among other things, these lessons: 

That the war was for the preservation of 
the Union, and not for conquest or 
revenge; that «the volunteer armies 
were inspired by no hope of individual 
gain or glory; that many persons as loyal 
and brave as those who, entered the service 
were prevented from doing so by circum- 
stances that did not hinder their com- 
panions; that victories were gained by the 
loyalty, courage, endurance and loyal in- 
spiration of the whole people; that armies 
were recruited from all classes and avoca- 
tions; that the vast majority of the volun- 
teers were men of good character; but some 
were dad, and that this class of 
men do not desitate to live on the 
generous gratitude of the people through 

ayments made on pensions obtained by 
raud or rt the expense of the poor; that men 
who had the intelligence and persistent en- 
ergy to win battles, by virtue of these same 
qualities of character, are able to compete 
successfully for the rewards of civil life with 
those who did not enter the service; that 
many who sustained severe wounds and al 
most all who retained their health suffere 
no impairment of their ability to care for 
the support of themselves and their 
families. ö

MONTANA IRRIGATION. 


CENSUS BUREAU BULLETIN SHOWING THE am 
SULTS ACCOMPLISHED. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—The Census 
Bureau has issued a bulletin upon the suljject 
of irrigation in Montana. It is showy that 
in that State there are 38,706 farms that are 
irrigated out ofa total of 5,664. The total 


| area Of land upon which crops were raised by 


irrigation in the census year ending May 31, 
1890, was 850,582 acres, in addition to which 
there were approximately 271,000 acres 


irrigated for eresing purposes. A 
farm, or more strictly irrigated 2 
tions of farms on which crops are raised, is 
9% acres. The average first cost of water 
right is $4.68 per acre, and the average cost 
of soll for cultivation, including the purchase 
price of the land, is „84 per acre. The 
average present value of the irrigated land 
of the State, including buildings, etc., is re- 
ported as $49.50 per acre, showing an appar- 
ent profit, less cost of bulldings, of $36.33 per 
acre. 

The average annual cost of water is $0.95 
per acre, which, deducted from the average 
annual value of products per acre, leaves an 
average annual return of $12.01 per acre. In 
this investigation the census office has re- 
stricted itselfto land on which crops were 
actually raised by irrigation during the year 
1889. Farms and stock ranches Irrigated 
merely for grazing purposes are no ttaken 
into account except a statement as to their 
approximate area.

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-YESTERDAY’S DEAD. 


: Although the prominence of the three 
men who passed away yesterday made the 
death list of the day noteworthy, yet the 


fact that it would have been difficult to se- 
lect three figures of equal prominence” 
whose removal would cause as little dis- 
turbance in the world’s affairs. Not a re- 
sult follows which calls for more than 


the threads of these lives affects no momen- 
tous concerns of men. 

Cardinals MANNING and BIMEONI were 
great men in their spheres. They were 
men of signal ability and had exerted 
weighty influence. Cardinal MANNING’S 
demise closes an epoch in the ecclesiastical 
history of England and takes away the last | 
of the two men who were the greatest and 
most influential Catholic leaders of the 
century, in that country atleast, It may 
be said of him also that his last years, per- 
haps, were his dest in point of work affect- 
ing mankind in general, but both he and 
Cardinal Simmonti had reached the age of 
exhaustion when nothing but the flashes 
of ebbing energies could be expected of 
them. Their deaths could not have been 
long postponed in the natural course of 
things, and occasion only the especial re- 
gret which follows the loss of able men. 

As for the Duke of Clarence, although a 
young man and heir presumptive to the 
throne of the British Empire, the serious 
effect of his death scarcely goes beyond the 
circle of his family and friends. His broth- 
er, Prince GEORGE, steps into the heirship, 
and in case of his demise there are three 
daughters of the Prince of Wales to pre- 
vent the question of indirect succession 
from disturbing the Government. In view 
of their experience for a half century past, 
the English people should not be troubled 
at the possibility of the throne being occu- 
pied by anot her Queen, 

Me character and mental qualities o 
the dead Prince were not of a kind to in- 
spire confidence in his ability to occupy 
the throne with credit, and therefore his 
loss cannot be regarded as important 
except from the personal, standpoint of 
domestic and friendly affliction. There is 
no more pathos in it than may be found in 
thousands of deaths which occur daily, 
but his position as heir to splendid possi- 
bilities intensifies the effect; While the 
figure of the sorrowing Princess, whose 
tender hopes have been blighted in their 
first flush, deepens the shadow which the 
impartial hand of death has cast upon the 
home of royalty. 


THE GOVERNOR'S DECISION. 

Gov. FRANCIS announces that he will 
take the only wise and safe course which 
has been open to him on the extra session 
question; that he will call it to redistrict 
the State for Congressmen, to provide for 
the appointment of seventeen electors, to 
act on the Jefferson Barracks bill, to 
make provision for rebuilding the 
Legislature, and to consider perhaps one 
ortwo other urgent matters not in the 
category of general legislation and not al- 
ready considered by this same Thirty-sixth 
General Assembly. 

An apology is therefore due to him from

Judge Paxson Decides That the City 
dane Claim All Garbage. 


THE MERZ ORDINANCE DECLARED IN 
CONFLICT WITH THE CONSTITUTION. 


Slops Are Not a Nuisance Per Seand the 
Owner of Them Has a Right to Dis- 
pose of Them-—Mayor Noonan Is Ve- 
termined to Have Mr. Hardy Carry 
Out His Contract. 


Judge Paxson this morning sustaiped the 


charged with violating sec. of ordinance 
No. 15/718, commoniy known as the Merz 
ordinance. Biessing was arrested Dec, 21 by 
Officer Heer in the act of hauling offal from 
the kitchen of the Four Courts. Blessing 
took a change of venue to the Second District 
Police Court. Thé section which Blessing 
was said to have violated is as follows:

d contract goes into effect, andthe contracts 
ereafier let for the removal of said substances shell 
rovide for their delivery at tne above works, when 
he same are in operation. 
ny person, firm or 8998 convicted of a vio- 
lation of this section shail be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than for each offense. 

The charge was that defendant did remove 
slops and offal to be disposed of otherwise 
than by the Merz process, contrary to the 
ordinance in such case made and provided.“ 


JUDEG PAXSONS’ DECISION. 
The written decision of Judge Paxson says: 


Several constitutional questions are raised by the 
demurrer to the complaint. 

I this ordinance is to be construed as preventing 
defendant from disposing of his property such as is 
described in the complaint, in any other manner than 
the one provided by said ordinance it is in my judg- 
ment, clearly in conflict with several provisions of 
our State constitution. 

Sec. 20 ot the Bill of Rights, declares: That no 
private property can be taken for private use with or 
without com tion, uniess by consent of the 
owner, except for private ways of necessity, and ex- 
cept for drains and ditches, etc., and that whenever 
any attempt is made to take private property fora 
use alleged tobe public, the question whether the 
contemplated use be really public, shall be a judicial 
question, and assuch judicially determined, with- 
out regard to any legislative assertion that the use is 

ublic. 
1 — 80 declares; That no person shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property without due pro- 
cess of law. 

Sec. 21. That private property shal! not be taken 
or damaged, for public use without just compensa- 
tion, which isto be ascertained, by a jury or 
board of commissioners of not less than three free- 
* in such wanner as may be prescribed by 
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I think this court is justified in assuming, for the 
purpose of this .emurrer, that slops, offal, garbage 
and animal matter as described in the ordinance are 

ropecsy of some value; and the fact that the de- 

endant is alleged in the complaint to have been in 
possession of the same, makes a prima facie case of 
ownership therein in defendant. 

Our Supreme Court, in construing a similar ordi- 
nancein the caseof the River Rendering Co. vs. 
Behr, 77 Mo., 98, has seid: 

We do not deny that the General Assembly may 
confer upon ee authorities the power to 
abate nuisances ahd to declare what shall be deemed 
nuisances, but the latter power cannot be so absolute 
as to be beyond the cognizance of courts to deter- 
mine whether it has been reasonably exercised ina 
given case or not, Yates vs. Milwaukee, 10 Wall,, 


The ordinance in question cannot be maintained 
asa police regulation. It can never be necessary to 
take from one man his property and give it to an- 
other, until the property is in such condition that 
itis, or is eo used that it is likely to become a nut- 
sance;and even in the latter case, until it has be- 
come à nuisance, an opportunity should be given the 
owner to change the use, or make such disposition 
of his property as will prevent the apprehended 
danger. Or the eity might, as a sanitary measure 
by ordinance authorize the seizure and sale of dea 
animals by. its proper officers,in order to prevent an 
improper sale or disposition of them by the owner 
provided it secured to such owner the proceeds o 
such sale. This might be tolerated, but it would be 
on the very verge of debatable ground. 

There is no a:legation in the case at bar thatthe 
slops and offa) were nuisances and defendant is not 
prosecuted for such an offense. 

To paraphrase the language or our Supreme Court 
in the above case, if this ordinance is heid to be valid 
the property of A in his slops, offal, garbage and au- 
ima! matter is transferred to B without the interven- 
tion of courts or juries, and with no formality what- 
ever, and which way be on the owner's premises in 
his own possession, and as innocuous and as inof- 
fonsive as any other property that he may possess. 
This ordinance does not declare that all slops, offal, 
garbage and animal matter in thecity are nuisances, 
and if it did such a provision could not be upheld, for 
our Sapreme Court has approved of the rule enun- 
ciated in the case of Underwood vs. Green, 42 N. Y. 
140, wherein it was held that: 

A dead bog is not per se a nuisance, even though it 
died of suffocation, and is not necessarily dangerous 
to public health. The owner may still putittoa 
useful and innocent purpose. 

And our Supreme Court further remarks: 

While a dead animal is not r sea nuisance, it 
may become eo, and the city, under her charter, may 

ass such ordinances as are necessary to prevent it 

rom becoming a nulsance, but she must in such 
legislation pay a proper regard to the rignts of the 
owner of such property, 

The death of a domestic animal does not terminate 
the owner’s 222 and while he may de required 
to make such use or disposition of the carcass as will 
preveut a nuisance, stench or other inconvenience 
to the neighborhood, the municipal authorities can- 
not arbitrarily deprive him of his 4 by giving 
It to another. If not per se a nuisance, itis property 
in the broadest sense of the term, and all the pro- 
visions of our a above quoted apply to it. 

If therefore the purpose of sec. 40f the ordi- 
nance is to prevent ne citizen from using or dis- 
posing: of his property ih any legal way he may see 

t. and to compei him to deiiver it to a certain per- 
son or contractor for such person's or contractor's 
exclusive bepefié without remuneration to the 
owner, it is clear that it was not competent for the 
Legislature to confer such authority upon the city, 
and that consequentiy the ordinance is invalid as

Cases of Destitutiog Which Are Worthy 
of Charity. 


Atouching case of destitution is that of 
Mrs, Lizzie Bender, a widow, only 22 years 
of age, who lives with her 11-months-old 
baby in a small room at 2458*DeKalb street. 
Mrs. Bender’s husband died a few 
months ago leaving her without 


means and she supported herself for a few 
months though caring for her nursing baby. 
Lack of proper food and exposure made her 
an easy Victim of la grippe she was con- 
fined about one month, during which time 
kind neighbors took care of her, she is 
now out of bed, but weak and gickly. 
She says she could make her own 
liying if she could get some coal as she would 
then take in washing and ironing. She was 
given part of the cod] donated by ‘*A Teach- 
er,’’ who sent word to Chief Harrigan yester- 
day that she had bought 100 bushels of coal at 
Donk Bros., which he could distribute 
among the poor, The same ‘*teacher’’ 
taught this lesson in almsgiving last winter, 
and the gift was well stowed. Several 
large coal dealers have said they will give re- 
duced rates on coal when. bought in char- 
ity’s name and send it in quantities tothe 
poor reported by the police, who should be 
notified of such purchases. ' . 

Several days ago it was reported that 
Rachael McClelland, a negro woman, a wid- 
ow, about 60 years of age, was living in desti- 
tute circumstances at 2411 Papi street. As 
the police thoroughly investigate 
all destitute cases betord they are 
called tothe attention of the — Capt. 
Young sent an officer to inquire as to this 
one. Officer Tubbs reports that Mrs. McClel- 
land has a daughter 40 years of age who is 
working steadily at washing and, iron- 
ing and making from 75 cents to $1.25 
a Gay, and that the mother and 
Gaughter are the only members. of 
the family. As every gift of charity sert in 
now ts needed forthe worthy, the stowal 
of charity on those who are able to help 
themselves and not in extreme want, stakes 
from those who are most deserving. Cases 
of destitution reported by the police can be 
relied wpon as truthfal,

tute circumstances ia the rear of 
921 O' Fallon street. They have two 
sons who are unabie to obtain work and 
the entire family is suffering for the neces- 
sarles of life. The old folks are very sick 
and the cold and hunger will soon end their 
lives if succor does not reach them promptly. 
They are said to be worthy of support. 

Thoms Tracy,a laborer, his wife and four 
small children, the oldest 9 years of age, are 
livingin a cola, damp cellar at 1221 North 
Seventh street in extreme destitution. Mr. 
Tracy has been sick seven months and his 
sickly wife has sustained life in the family 
during that long period oy her own labors, 
but she is now too {Il to work. 

Mrs. Mary Welch and hertwo children are 
inan extremely destitute condition in the 
rear of 1015 Market street. 
years old, the other is only 15 months old, 
The mother, who up toa short time ago sup- 
ported herself and her children, is now con- 
fined to her bed with rheumatism. 

Wm, B. Lange donated a large bundle of 
clothes for the poor of Carondelet.

Florissant Avenue Property Owners 
Want No Boulevard. 


THE CHANGE PROPOSED TO BENEFIT A 
STREET CAR LINE. 


So the Protestors Claim—Objections Made 
to the Erection of Telegraph Poles at 
Fourteenth and Olive Streets—Com- 
plaints About Electric Lighting in 
North St. Louis—City Hall News. 


The first kick against the new »boulevard 
system was registered this morning by Mr. 
Frank Mahon, an extensive property holder 
on Florissant and Warne avenues, who had 
been appointed a committee of one to air the 
grievances of his neighbors. Florissant ave- 
nue is to be made a part of the boulevard 
system, and the Council Committee on 
“Public Improvements reported favorably on 
the widening of the street from Grand to 
Alice avenue. This entails an expense on 
the property owners for two blocks back on 
each side of the street. A number of them 
are poorand small holders, and do not view 
the proposed expenses with the pleasurable 
sentiments which should inspire public- 
spirited citizens. Their grievance is some- 
what augmented by the fact that the 
proposed widening of forty feet is to be done 
in order to allow the Bellefontaine Railway to 
run a double street car track on one side. of 
the street, The road is already wide enough 
fora boulevard. The property-holders held 
an indignation meeting at Mr. Mahon’s house 
last night and appointed him a committee to 
go down to the Hall and see what 
could be done for them. Personally Mr. 
Mahon is not opposed to the Boulevard sys- 
tem, and says a number of the people up his 
way view it favorably, but they object to 
being put 4 the expense for the benefit of the. 
railway. e intends to bring a delegation 
down to the council and prevent any conclu- 
sive action on the obnoxious resolution.
